Thanks for the sneak preview of BB ^21. Although your idea of using the local 
library or print shop does have merit, it has a few drawbacks. I had considered this 
before purchasing a mimeo. 1. All of the xerox machines around here that are available 
to the public charge 8 to 10 £ a copy. (There is one for 50, but only in minimums 
of 100 of the SAME page). All of these places are ONE sided copy. Thus on four sheets 
you have 4 sides, not 8 sides. The type that can do 2-sided work are just not 
available to the public. 2. In my sine, I will soon be up to 6 sheets (12 sides) 
and I hope to go beyond that. Even if I could get them at 50, that would be 6 sheets, 
or 12 sides x .05 = 600 ^ 150 postage=750. I know that none of us make any money at 
th.:s, but I'm not going to lose U)0 a copy;! 3- To send you the stuff would delay my 
far too long. I am in the mail with the iso^e within l r & hours of the deadline. 

I think that you missed the whole point of my original letter. I was not defending 
someone who sends out only 2 sheet, issues, but the rest of us priblishers in general. 
You are always making remarks about how you feel that all zines should be like yours, 
and I was trying to point out that they simply CAN'T. I was also trying to get you 
to understand the problems of putting out a mimeo or ditto type zine as compared to 
the ease of xerox. There are many fine zines out here, and I felt that you were 
unfairly knocking all of them. 

I sincerely hope that this clears the air once and for all. I am NOT knocking BB, 
I enjoy reading it very much. I Just feel that there is room for all types of zines 
out here, and that was my main point. 

Incidentally, in my local library, the people waiting in line to use the xerox 
are ready to kill you if you are making more than 2 or 3 copies. I could just imagine 
trying to monopolize the machine long enough to do a dipzinel Also, the machines 
there are coin operated, and could not be reset to print for 50 instead of 100. That 
sort of thing would require assistance from a librarian, and you just don't get that

in the big city! 

PS I also think that you misunderstood one other thing. I was not complaining about 
the cost of doing things by mimeo. Actually, it is very inexpensive once you have the 
machine. I figure it's less than 2$ a page. What 1 was trying to point out was the 
WORK involved. 

Also, the cost of shipping a xerox machine is probably about the same in Phila., 
but the rental for the space that some of the businesses pay in Philadelphia is very 
high, and they have to reflect this in their charges. There is a place in center city 
(the heart of the business district) that charges 25$ a copy I This is a very bad 
city for business taxes, and we are constantly losing industry to other parts of the

Some issues are big, some not so big, but it's here. I wish he ran 3 issues a month, 
but I just joined a new game because SG&TD is one of my real favorites, even at only 
12 a year, about 4 sheets/issue, With all due respect to Bob, that really isn't all 
that much in physical terms; what is important to me, though, is that he dees what he 
promised to. So many others — again, apparently half — just can't seem to get around to 
doing that. That's why in BB, you will often see that distinction made. I am publish ing 
this because so few others do it right that even humble ME can do better. I mean 
this as an explanation; I hope it doesn't come across as an attack on you. (If it comes

Then-Senate Majority Leader 
Mike Mansfield thought that cutting 
off American aid was in the "best 
interest" of the Cambodians. The 
New York Times agreed. Further aid, 
it said editorially, would "only ex- 
tend Cambodia's misery." And so 
the Cambodians should be allowed 
to devise "their own political fu- 
ture." And New York Times writer 
Anthony Lewis claimed further 
American aid to Cambodia "can 
only prolong the agony of Cam- 
bodia."

Bella Abzug testified before the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee 
that stopping all aid to Cambodia 
would save 100,000 lives, no less.

Conservative news critic Reed Irvine 
has begun publishing The Washington 
Press, a four-page tabloid covering news 
the Washington media ignore.

I prefer you avoid the 
syndicated stuff, since most people have seen it, and copying that kind of thing 
would probably cause the biggest stink if someone official took exception to its 
use. I would appreciate jokes, cartoons, and the like from lesser-seen sources, 
though, and, you'll have a better BB in hand to boot. 

LEE KENDTER Sr commented an issue of so back on the high costs and difficulties 
involved in publishing a non-xerox Dipzine in defending the 2-sheet, 35^/issue 
publishers I'd lambasted earlier. Thinking further on his remarks as to the trouble 
or even impossibility of correcting masters, the inability to. run illustrations, 
the high initial cost of equipment, etc., I wish to point out this: 

The local library has a xerox machine that costs 10^/copy to use. However, anything 
over ten copies is 5$ each. Assuming that a Dip publisher will have a minimum of about 
30 copies of each issue, we can calculate it at about 5£ a page. (College print 
shops have better rates. And, while housing and wages here are lower than in Philly, 
I doubt that shipping in and operating a xerox machine here is any less than there. 
Probably more.) Five cents per page times four pages per issue is 20£. Add 15£ 
for a stamp, and you have 35$ • You also have no mess, ability to run illustrations, 
an easily correctable master, more free time, no high initial outlay, and no main- 
tainence costs at all! Of course you'll lose money on staples and envelopes, but NO 
QUE can MAKE money at this. And compared to the troubles of the other system, it 
wo.ild be a small price to pay for the greater case and better product received. 
Any of you non-xerox publishers care to comment? Anvone at all? 

P.S. If anyone can't find a better price than 10$ a copy, and can spare a week, send 
MS tha master(s) plus a check. I'll run them off here and return them to you for 2 2 £ 
a copy plus postage. Make out check to either me or Harper Oil Company. I can also 
reduce a master and then mass-run the copy, and USUftLLY can darken light originals, 
though not always. With first class rates what they are, am I really don't know if you'l 
come out ahead or not, but, I'm game if you are.
